ADAAG requires public restrooms to be designated with Braille,
raised letters, and the symbol of accessibility, where restrooms are
accessible.

Inconsistencies include: round knobs for faucet controls, aprons too
low at 28-inches, counters too high at 35-inches, and pipes
underneath are not insulated. Modify at least one lavatory in each
restroom to comply with ADAAG specifications. (Note: The
program access provisions of Title Il may not require every restroom
to be fully accessible in existing buildings).

14. Restrooms —
West Side

The soap dispensers, in the
men’s and women’s
restrooms, are not within
appropriate reach range.

At least one of each type of dispenser is required to be accessible
and must be within a maximum reach range of 54-inches where a
side reach is possible and a maximum of 48-inches where only a
forward reach is possible, to the highest operable part. Consideration
must be given to reach over obstructions in considering maximum
reach heights. Ensure at least one soap dispenser in each restroom is
within ADAAG reach ranges.

The toilet stalls, in the
men’s and women’s
restrooms, are totally
inaccessible due to
numerous barriers.

Inconsistencies include, but are not limited to, very narrow stall, lack
of rear grab bars, toilets not centered at 18-inches, toilet paper
dispenser in wrong location, etc. Modify at least one stall in each
restroom to comply with ADAAG specifications, if it is technically
feasible to do so. (Note: The program access provisions of Title I
may not require every restroom to be fully accessible in existing
buildings).

18. Game Room

The exterior emergency exit
leads only to a concrete pad,
which is not connected to
other features.

According to ADAAG, accessible entrances/exits must be provided,
at a minimum, in the same number that local fire code requires
entrances to exist. In other words, if local fire code requires two
entrances/exits at a facility, then both entrances are required to be
accessible. In addition, accessible entrances are required to be part of
an accessible route, which leads to transportation stops, accessible
parking, and public streets or sidewalks. If local building code
requires, make this exit to be fully accessible, including an
accessible path of travel on the exterior of the exit. In addition,
ensure that an appropriate number of accessible entrances/exist exist
at this facility.
